It would probably be a mistake for us 
to attempt to show all the campaign badges, 
but I should think we might well include the 
Philippine Congressional Medal given to those 
volunteer forces serving in the Philippines 
during the Spanish War and who volunteered to 
stay when the Philippine Insurrection broke 
out; and also the Specially Meritorious Ser- 
vice Cross given for certain acts in the 
Nest Indies War with Spain for deeds of 
heroism not in action. 


We shall, therefore, be giad to take 
advantage of your offer to photograph these 
for uSe As to size, I suppose the only danger 
lies in making them appear bigger in repro- 
duction than the Congressional Medals and the 
new oneSe
